For her many years of outstanding 
service to the Romulus community,

=| Beverly McAnally as its third annual 


Person of the Year. 

McAnally was born in Kansas City, 
Missouri. She attended Southeast High 
School, Park College, the University of 
Kansas City, and the Kansas City Art 
Institute. 

McAnally began her career as a 
community volunteer. She was presi- 
dent of the Hayti PTA and the Romulus 
Area PTA Council; founder of the Hayti 
Elementary Dental Program; co-founder 
of the Merriman PTA, the YWCA Pre- 
school Nursery, the Romulus Help Cen- 
ter, the Romulus Child Health and|mmu- 
nization Clinic, and the Romulus Hire- 
A-Kid Project; member of the PTSA Ex- 
ecutive Board-Romulus Schools and 
the Western Wayne County YWCA Ex- 
ecutive Board; initiator, through the 
Romulus Community Schools Grant De- 
partment, of an Adult Education Depart- 
ment, and of a Wayne County Commu- 
nity College Education Center at Rom- 
ulus High School; and chairperson for 
the American Cancer Society and the 
Compensatory Education Committee 
that secured grants for the Out of School 
Youth Program and Vocational Pro- 
grams. She was selected Outstanding 
Woman of the Year by the Jaycees in 
1973, and is astaunch advocate of sen- 
ior citizens’ housing and services for 
the elderly. 

McAnally was elected as Mayor Pro 
Tem in 1973, and served as a Council- 
member for three terms. In 1979, she 
was elected to the first of two terms as 
Treasurer. In that office, she revised 
fiscal procedures to bring the City into 
compliance with State law and accept- 
ed accounting practices; developed in- 
vestment techniques that generated 
millions of additional dollars in interest 
revenue; initiated a disaster relief proj- 
ect to provide emergency procedures in 
the event of a disaster; and established 
procedures and collected thousands 
of dollars in delinquent City accounts.

He was outspoken on 
behalf of the City, and he loved our 
community with a fervor that not many 
feel. At one time during his service as 
Treasurer, Lewkowicz sued the County 
on behalf of the City’s residents, using 
his own money to do so. He won the 
case, too. 

Just like any other outspoken poli- 
tician, Lewkowicz had both many sup- 
porters and many opponents when it 
came to the stands he took on various 
issues. Most, however, respected him 
for his conviction, whether they agreed 
with his policies or not.

(1984-88), 60 people lost their lives on 
Michigan roadways during Christmas 
holidays.

period for the same five years, 69 peo- 

ple died in traffic accidents. 

The above figures represent only 
two four-day holiday periods. Let’s look 
at the facts. 

1988 Quick Facts f 

e There were 410,437 reported acci- 
dents, of which 105,066 were person- 
al-injury-type and 303,849 were prop- 
erty-damage-type accidents. 

e A traffic accident was reported every 
one minute, 17 seconds. 

e Children under the age of 15 account- 
ed for 50.0% of the bicycle deaths. 

e One person was killed every five hours 
and nine minutes as a result of a traf- 
fic accident. 

e Of those fatal accidents where the 
drinking condition was determined, 
46.6% indicated that alcohol was a 
factor. 
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There were 155,713 persons injured, 
crippled, or maimed in accidents. 


One person was injured every three ' 


minutes, 23 seconds in a traffic ac- 
cident in Michigan. 

The economic loss in Michigan traf- 
fic accidents that year amounted to 
$2,470,800,000. 

For each person killed, there were 
91.4 persons injured. 

Excessive speed was indicated as 
the hazardous action by 29% of the 
drivers involved in fatal accidents. 
Of the 2,383 drivers involved in fatal 
accidents, 13.8% were under 20 years 
of age, and 31.0% ofall drivers involved 
in fatal accidents were under 25 years 
of age. 

Of all fatal accidents, 28.6 % occurred 
at intersections. 

In the last five years, 8,093 persons 
have been killed in Michigan traffic 
accidents. This is an average of 1,619 
per year. During the previous five- 
year period, 7,960 persons were killed 
in an average of 1,592 per year. 
One out of every 5,423 persons living 
in Michigan was killed in traffic ac- 
cidents; one out of every 59 persons 
was injured. 

The 1,704 killed were the result of 
1,522 fatal accidents, for an average 
of 1.12 deaths per fatal accident. 
56.5% of all accidents occurred in 
urban areas, but 70.3% of all traffic 
deaths occurred in rura/ areas. 
The pedestrian death toll for Michi-

Point of Law

A prerequisite to a valid traffic arrest 
is avalid stop. If the officer lacked a le- 
gally sufficient basis for making the 
stop, the case should be dismissed. 

An officer may legally stop a motor 
vehicle for any misdemeanor violation 
or civil infraction (Speeding, running a 
red light, etc.) committed in his or her 
presence. He/she may also stop amotor 
vehicle for the purpose of inquiry, if the 
officer has a reasonable suspicion that 
a crime has taken place or may take 
place, and that it may involve the auto- 
mobile being stopped. 

The courts in Michigan have held 
that Miranda warnings must be given 
before questioning when the person 
is in custody or is otherwise deprived 
of freedom ina significant way. Reason- 
able questioning of adriver to determine 
possible intoxication does not amount 
to custodial interrogation, and the Mir- 
anda rights do not have to be given.

If the request of 
the police had been granted, the young 
man could have been tried as an adult, 
with the possibility of a more severe 
sentence if convicted.

‘Significant 
Other’ Program 


by Linda Bowman and Janice Lee 

The Federal government has recent- 
ly granted funding for a new project, 
called “Significant Other,’ at Romulus 
High School. The two major aspects of 
this project are a Mentorship Program 
and a Peer Tutoring Program. 

The focus of the Mentor Program is 
to get Romulus community business 
personnel to “mentor” a student from 
the High School for a semester. An ar- 
rangement is made between the School 
and the mentor to work on a one-to- 
one basis with a student (grades nine 
through 12) interested in the same field. 
The mentor and student will meet a min- 
imum of eight hours a month, and the 
student will observe and model several 
aspects of the job. Although students 
cannot be paid while participating in 
the program, elective credit is earned 
as an independent study. Students are 
not limited to a specific area; the occu- 
pational possibilities are unlimited. 

Mentoring programs serve several 
purposes. They can provide a new ave- 
nue of motivation for students who seek 
an alternative within the educational 
system. Another benefit is overcom- 
ing the Catch 22: you can’t get a job 
without experience and you can’t get 
experience without a job. The students 
can use the Mentorship Program as job- 
related experience and exposure. This 
may make the difference in our com- 
petitive job market. A third advantage 
is that the students will have the oppor- 
tunity to establish professional relation- 
ships which may be beneficial in the 
years to come. 

The Mentorship Program is a great 
opportunity for the youth of Romulus. 
It is a direct result of school improve- 
ment and restructuring projects current- 
ly taking place within the District. The 
Mentorship Program motto is: Training 
Today Creating Tomorrow’s Workforce. 

The Program is coordinated by Linda 
Bowman, who has been working within 
the District since September 1988. Bow- 
man is working with Ed Clark (Coordi- 
nator of Partnerships for Education) to 
place students in Romulus community 
businesses. 

The Peer Tutoring Program is de- 
signed to help students become inde- 
pendent and successful learners by 
teaching them valuable learning skills 
and techniques. The program will help 
students become more capable and 
qualified individuals by encouraging 
and motivating them to utilize their 
potential and abilities, while at the 
same time helping others in their peer 
group. 

The Peer Tutoring Program will in- 
crease the academic performance of its 
participants, allow them to share their 
knowledge and accomplishments, and 
encourage them to pursue and be qual- 
ified to attain.higher levels of education 
and success. The purpose of the project

1. Promote the development of a posi- 
tive educational student community 
which will help students become ac- 
tively involved in assuming responsi- 
bility for their own education. 

2. Provide direct support to students 
who are “at risk” of dropping out of 
school due to low academic achieve- 
ment, antisocial behavior, or atten- 
dance problems. 

This type of program has been suc- 
cessfully implemented throughout the 


~ Country, with documented results in the 


reduction of attrition and raised aca- 
demic performance. 

The Peer Tutoring Project will in- 
clude 25 trained and paid tutors who 
will assist 75 students throughout the 
school year. Both the tutors and the 
students they assist will sign commit- 
ment forms and be supervised, so as to 
maximize their performance and partici- 
pationin the Program. Tutoring sessions 
will be held mostly after school, with 
some sessions held during the course 
of the school day. Training for tutors, as 
well as actual group and one-on-one tu- 
toring sessions, will be held in the newly 
established Romulus High School Skills 
Development Center. 

The Peer Tutoring Program is being 
coordinated by Janice D. Lee, who has 
recently been hired by the Romulus 
Community School District. Lee has 
worked with Wayne County Community 
College in an Interactive Tutorial Pro- 
gram, as well as with the Detroit Board 
of Education and the University of De- 
troit in various youth skill development 
programs. 0 


WCCC Offers 
Telecourses 





The Wayne County Community Col- 
lege (WCCC) Telecourse Program offers 
Detroit-area residents a convenient, 
flexible, and cost-effective way to fur- 
ther their education. By enrolling in one 
of 18 Telecourses, students can earn 
college credits and work toward an as- 
sociate degree by watching video pro- 
grams aired on local cable channels 
and WTVS-TV (channel 56). 

“The number-one reason students 
take Telecourses is the convenience 
factor,’ said Debbie Fiedler, manager 
of Instructional Telecommunications 
at WCCC. “Courses like these are ne- 
cessitated by our busier, more mobile, 
and very active society.” 

Many students have full-time jobs 
and families, she said, which can cut 
into the time available for education: 
“Telecourses allow people to continue 
their education by doing their work at 
home.” 

Telecourses are flexible because 
students can videotape a program and 
watch it when they have time, Fiedler 
said. They also can save money by re- 


ducing costs of commuting and baby- 
sitting. 

All Telecourses are worth three cred- 
its, with the exception of Hygiene (BIO 
206), which is worth two, and Introduc- 
tion to Data Processing, which is worth 
four. Most courses begin January 23 and 
continue through May 14. First-time 
Telecourse students are required to at- 
tend an orientation program. 

The courses will be broadcast by 
WTVS-TV (channel 56) and 13 cable chan- 
nels throughout metropolitan Detroit. 

The WCCC Telecourse Office pro- 
vides a variety of support services, such 
as a 24-hour hotline so students can 
get in touch with instructors. For those 
who miss aclass or do not have a video- 
tape recorder, the college records the 
lessons and makes them available — 
along with VCRs — in the Learning Re- 
sources Center. 

Wayne County Community College 
has been offering Telecourses since 
1978. Enrollment has increased steadily 
since then. This semester, 673 students 
are enrolled in the program. For asched- 
ule or more information, call Telecourse 
Hotline at 496-2744.

gan stands at 254 persons. This rep- 
resents an increase of 22 deaths over 
the 1987 figure. 

e Foreach pedestrian killed, there were 
17.3 pedestrians injured. 

e Ofthe pedestrians killed, 39% were 
killed while crossing a street other 
than at intersections. 

e Ofall pedestrians killed, 25.6% were 
under the age of 20 years and 19.7% 
were 55 and older. 

e During the past five years, a total of 
1,226 pedestrians have been killed — 
an average of 245 per year. 

e Of the 949,954 vehicle occupants in- 
volved in accidents, 757,406 (79.7 %) 
were reported to have been using 
occupant restraints. 

Hopefully, I’ve made my point. It can 
happen to you, a friend, or a loved one. 
As I’ve said before, be extremely careful 
on the roadways, not only as amotorist, 
but as a pedestrian and bicyclist, also. 

As noted above, drinking was a fac- 
tor in almost 50% of the fatalities. Let’s 
address New Year's Eve parties. Most 
New Year's Eve parties go on until 4a.m. 
That’s a long evening of partying and 
now it’s time to go home. Be sensible — 
make safety plans (such as spending 
the night if you’re at a hotel party or 
friend’s house, having a designated driv- 
er, taking a taxi, etc.) before the party. 
If problems develop at the last minute, 
your local law enforcement agency might 
be of assistance. 

Don’t end up as a Statistic: don’t 
drink and drive, and watch out for the 
other guy. 

I'll see you 
next year.
